IS'otwithstandiiiiz;  tlic;  abii-c  which  it  ha-  since  met  with,  the 
hvw  was  not  nnde-ervinjx  of  tiie  et»nunendations  which  were 
ht'.-tiiwed  upon  it.  Its  working  was  such  as  to  conciliate 
many  who  seemed  at  one  time;  to  he  its  most  determini'd  o[)- 
poiicnts.  Although  patronage  still  existetl.  the  people  enjoy- 
ed comparative  freedom  ;  and  notwithstanding  a  case  or  two 
^vhere  the  people  seemed  to  exercise  their  right  too  much 
under  the  iniluence  of  (•a[)rice,  yet  little  should  be  said  ot 
the.-e  ca-es  by  men  who  are  prepared  to  submit  to  the  ordeal 
reipiired  now' in  the  lv-tabli>hnient,  an  ordeal  which  secures 
no  real  benetit  to  flic  people,  but  expo^es  the  presentee  to  in- 
sult and  degradation. 

( ONFl.ICTS    WITH    TTTE    COUHTS    OF    I.AAV. 

That  malignant  Sjiirit  who  labours  to  «jnslave  the  Church, 
being  ihiXHigh  the  i)assing  of  this  enactment  deprived  of  one 
instrinnent  of  o[>pre:--ion,  found  another  that  might  be  render- 
ed still  more  availaide  tor  his  object.     At  the  moderation  in 
a  call  to  the  presentee  to  the   parish   ot   Auchterarder,   only 
two   parishioners   signed    the   call,    while   two   hundred   and 
eighty-seven  male  heads  ot  families,  communicants,  personally 
appeared  before  the  Presbytery  and  stated  in  their  presence 
their  dissent  as  to  this  presentee   being  intruded  ui)on  them. 
After  various  proceedings  in  the  Church  Courts,  the  (ii.'neral 
Assembly  linally  rejected  the  presentee  ;  whereupon  the  pa- 
tron and  he  carried  the  case  into  the   Court  of  .Session,  who 
Ibund  that  the  Presbytery  in  rejecting  the  presentee  on   the 
iiround  of  the  dissent  of  the  parishioners  had  acted  illegally, 
and  in  violation  of  tlieir  duty.     This  judgment,  having  been 
appealed  Irom  by  the  (ieneral  Assembly,  was  allirmcd  in  the 
House  of  Lords'.     Betbre  th(^   General  Assembly,   in   liSo.S, 
resolved  to  ear -y  that  appeal  to  the  court  which   at   length 
cante  to  this  decision,   they    had  taken   care  to  guard  against 
any  compromise  of  the  spiritual  jurisdiction  of  the   ChurcU 
under  C'hri-t  her  King,  by  declaring  mo?t  explicitly    that  it 
was  only  the  ci\il  matters  involved  i'l  the  (^ue^tion  which 
they  could  submit  to  the  judgment  ot  the  civil  court,  and  that,

Wlirii  ilir  d<'ci-ion  accord- 
iii.udv  was  ^'ivt-n,  tlu-y  snhmiit.Ml  mu^\  implicitly  to  its  aiitlio- 
rity  as  to  thing's  rivil.  and  a('knowlc(lir,.d  that  now  they  could 
liavc  no  claim  to  tlic  tcinpoiaiitic-  in  indiait'  of  any "pci-oti 
whom  they  iniirlit  settle  in  that  |iari-li,  so  lonnr  ;,<  the  pic-.n- 
tec  contimicd  to  hold  his  itfcscntation.  TlK'y  rcliiscd.  how- 
ever, any  obedience  to  the  civil  court  Lnvini:  orders  as  to  sni- 
ritual  thin^rs  ;  aiid  would  not  take  anv  t'aither  step  towards 
the  settlement  of  a  ])er>on  whom  the  coiiixre^'ation  had  dt;- 
clarcfl  they  could  not  recei\e  as  their  jia^tor. 

This  conduct  was  -ti.Lnnatized  as   di-honest   ami   rel)(  llious. 
It  was  mainrainiMJ  that  tho-e  mini-lii's  who  felt  re-trained  ],y 
oon-cieii.-e  from  takitiLT  any  part  in  such  a  settlement  on-'hl  to 
resi<rn  their  chariz^'s.  and  retire  froiii  a  ("hiirch  the  dutie>  he- 
lon^'inn;  to  which  tlu'v  could  not  in  con-cit-iice  <liMdiari:e.      Ijut 
to  this  there   wa>  a   satisfactory  aiiswer.      The   civil   law.   as 
hitherto  interprete.l  and  ap|)lied.   was   itnderstood   to  provide, 
not  that  the  Church  shouM  l)e  disestalilished.  or  that   indivi- 
dual ministers   in   a  majority  should  forfeit  the  bi-iietit  of  the 
cstaljlishment,  wl.ere  they  mi^jjlit  refuse  to  settle  even  a  cpiali- 
lied  pix'sentee  ;  but  that,  in  such  a  ease,  it  should  be  lawful 
to  the  [latron  to  retain  in  his    own  hand,  for  pious    uses,  the 
stipend  in  that  particidar  parish  from  which  his  [)resentee  was 
extdiided.     The   Church  had  ac(|uiesced  in  this,  she  under- 
stood the  alternative,  she  ma<le  her  choice.      She  (diose  rather 
to  forego  the  temporalities  in  the  parish  of  Auehterarder,  than 
to  force  a  man  upon  the  reclaiming  })eople.  and  she  repudia- 
ted the  charge  of  rebcdlion.     Aware,  however,  ot  the  evil  that 
must  resul:  from  a  continuance  of  the  law  in  such  a  state,  the 
(General  Asseinijly  appointed  a  committee  tor  the  purpose  of 
considering  in  what  way  the  jirivileges  of  the  national  estab- 
lishment,  and  the  harmony  between  Church  and  State,  may 
remain  unimpaired,  with  instructions  to  confer  with  the  20- 
vernment  of  the  coimtry,  if  they  shall  see  cause. 

This  committee  entered  into  corres{)()n(lence  with  govern- 
ment and  with  ditferent  iiidividual  statesmen,   and  for  a  time

111!  all  tiiiM-.  >iil.niit   to  tin-  authority  of  tin-  civil  court-  in  or- 
(Icriiiii  till-  .-cttliiiicnt  of  tlu'  ]ti-c<cntc('  at  Aiiclitcrardcr  ;  and 
oil  the  oiiicr,  ilic  coiiiinittcc  wei''  not  iii-tnictcd  to  in-i.-t,    nor 
dill  thcv  iii-i-t.  on  tlic  iiiainlcnancc  (.t  wlial  i>  peculiarly  st\  led 
tlic  Veto  Act.      Oil    tlif  coiiliary,   while   they  declart  d  llifiii-

'J'hey   were  open 
and  candid  in  -tatiiiir  all   al'Miu^   that   they   had   no    authority, 
and  were  not  di>poM-d.   to  ajree  to  any  propo-al  that  implied 
a  siirrifice  of  the  libi'illcs  ut'  th*'   (hrislii'U  jn-oph:  :   hut    liicy 
showed    at   the   -aiiie   time   that   any  coiices-ion  short  oi   this 
thi'V  were  prepared  to  make,   in   order   t  )   i.-tort;   tlio-e   irood 
relations  which  >hould  sulisi.~t  hetweeii  Church    ami   Istati-. — 
With  one   or  two  exception-,   however,   the    state-men    witii 
whom  thev  corre,-|ioiide(l   had   made   up   their  mind-   apiin-t 
that    principle    which    the    C'luirch    \va>    hound    to   maintain. 
The   puhlication  of  the  correspondence  has   shown    that   on 
tiieir  part  the  ohject  was,  not  to  tind  out  the  most  expedient 
mod(^  of  maintaining:  the  iion-intiu-ion  piinciple.  but  how  they 
mij^ht  entrap   the   committee,  anil  throimh  them   the  Cluirch, 
into  an  acipiiesceiice  in  a  measure  which,   seomin<»  to  grant 
what  was  reiiuired,  miglit  really  annihilate  the  lilierties  of  the 
people.     And  while  this  |>re-ent>  the  cliara<'ter  of  our  states- 
men in  a  light  wdiich  it  is  painful  to  con.emplate,  it  shows  at 
th.e  same  time  what  cause  tliere  is  to  hies-  Ijiod  for  the  direc- 
tion which  he  atforded  to  the    Chi'rch,  in  transictions  of  so 
much  ditliculty  and  delicacy.

A  conimitiec  wn-  appo'nted 
to  eoiitia-  with  th<'m,  that,  if  po--ilile.  they  mi'.dn  h'-  hrou.'ht 
to  a  <en-e  of  their  ilutv,  Ijiit  the  attempt  di'l  not  ^neeird. 
Tliev  were  therefore  anew  -u-peiided  liy  the  ( ii'iieral  A--eni- 
lilv.  I'he  Commission  wa-  authori/ed  to  repone  them  to  the 
oliiee  ot  the  mini-tr^■  on  their  e\pre--inij  re^'ret  for  the  cour.-o 
wiiich  thev  lia<l  pur-ued.  and  tlnir  determination  to -nliniil  to 
the  -nperior  Church  .Judicatories  and  to  withdraw  -ome  ju'o-

The  seven  ministers  who  had  :iltou;ether  di-renarded  tht; 
sentence  ot  tlie  Comnissintu  and  had  olitained  from  the  Court 
of  S(v— ion  an  interdict  airalnst  the  intiiiiatiou  of  it,  looked 
upon  the  deliverance  of  tlie  Asxfnif>/>/  in  a  ditl'erent  li;jht. 
Thev  telt  that  an  .authoritative  jud^nK'tit  had  been  prunouiicevl 
airainst  them,  and  that  under  it  they  had  no  ri^lit  to  exercise 
the  functions  v>f  the  mini-try.  They  did  accordin;:ly  for  a 
time  refrain  from  di-chariiiie_'  mini-terial  duty,  but  they  a[f 
])lied  to  the  (  ourt  nf'  Svs^inn  to  reverse  the  -cntence  ot"  the 
Assemhlv.  to  restctre  to  them  their  ministerial  powers,  and  to 
interdict  anv  who  miirht  be  >ent  imder  the  authority  ot  the 
(Jeneral  Assemblv  from  preachin;^  or  (li>ci!ar;.Mn'ji:  other  spiri- 
tual duties  within  the  boiimls  of  their  respective  parishes. 
That  court  was  very  \sillin;_'  to  receive  th<;ir  apj)lication,  it 
prelended  to  remuve  flie  ^itiritiial  censure,  it  [)reteiided  to  re-
